AUTUMN GLORY FESTIVAL—

The following are the Game and 
Inland Fish Commission regulations 
applicable to Deep Creek Lake: 

1. All vessels on said lake shall 
carry one Coast Guard approved life 
preserver, buoyant vest, ring buoy or 
buoyant cushion, for each person on 
board. 

2. No vessel, exceeding thirty (30) 
feet in length shall be operated on 
said lake. Length shall be determined 
by measuring the greatest overall 
length stem to stern. 

3. No vessel, other than an author- 
ized patrol vessel], shall use a siren on 
said lake. 

4. No houseboat of any description 
shall be permitted on the waters of 
said lake. 

5. No garbage, sewage, or other 
like waste material may be dumped, 
discharged or otherwise placed in the 
waters of said lake from any vessel. 

6. No vessel, except those manually 
propelled, shall be operated from yel- 
low buoys which designate wharves,

provided an improved method of 
transportation for both passengers 
and freight. 

The bridge was built in 1813 and 
at that time it was the longest single 
span bridge in the country. 

In 1964 the Department of the In- 
terior designated the bridge a Regis- 
tered National Historic Landmark. 
Since that time, a picnic area has 
been developed alongside the bridge. 
The spot makes a beautiful setting 
for a summer cookout or outdoor get 
together. 


CASSELMAN HOTEL—The Cas- 
selman Hotel also commemorates the 
great days of the National Pike. The 
hotel, still in operation, was first 
opened as the Drover’s Inn in 1824. 
Many of the early features of the 
building have been preserved; to the 
modern traveler, the hotel offers all 
of the modern conveniences. The 
hotel has been in operation for 144 
years. It is one of the outstanding 
landmarks within Garrett County’s 
boundaries. 


CHURCH OF THE PRESIDENTS 
IN OAKLAND—AIll three of the 
Presidents — Grant, Harrison and 
Cleveland — who preferred Garrett 
County to any other place for their 
vacations, attended services in this 
stone building at the corner of Second 
and Liberty Streets. For some years 
it was not used, but it is now oc- 
cupied by St. Matthew’s Protestant 
Episcopal Congregation and is open 
to the public. 


THE COVE—Traveling south on 
Route 219, you can see a panoramic 
view of one of the finest farming dis- 
tricts in the area. At a 2,800 feet 
elevation on the highway, the cove ap- 
pears to be a huge amphitheatre, sur- 
rounded on all sides by mountain 
ranges. Farms are laid out in contour 
strips. During the spring, summer and 
fall, an artist’s painting could not be 
more picturesque.

A branch of the Ruth Enlow Li- 
brary at Grantsville offers complete 
library facilities to the residents and 
visitors of the northern part of the 
county.

PENN ALPS, INC. Penn Alps is a 
non-profit organization dedicated to 
the improvement of living standards 
of the people of mountainous Garrett 
County.
